INTERESTING MURDER TRIAL. 
The \ Ray Machine to Play an Impor- 
tant Part in the Pvidesee. 

The trial of Kdward C Hay nes, the 
private in the Ninth Infantry, stationed 
at Jackett’s Harbor, who is accused of 
the murder of Mrs. Mary Daly and Mrs, 
Wilbur Crouch, began in Watertown, N. 
Y., the other morning 
Wright. The crime was one of the 
terrible ever committed in Northern New 
York. On the evening of April loth, 
Haynes, alias Allen. engaged a rig trom 
aliverymyn. He wentto the barracks 
and got Mrs. Wilbur Crouch and Mary 
Daly, two domestics employed by Lieut. 
Anderson, and took them for a drive

to the live ry stable and the bodies of the 
two women were found therein, having 
been shot. Half an hour after the arri- 
val of the rig at the livery stable, Haynes 
staygered into the mess hall in a fainting 
condition with a number of bullets in his 
body, and accused Wilbur Crouch, the 


husband of one of the murdered women.

CAUGHT IN THE ICE. 


The Government Steamer Diana Suf- 
fers Considerable Damage. 


A letter just received at St. Tohn's Nfld., 
from one of the crew of the whaler Diana, 
which is conveying the Dominion govern- 
expedition to survey and 
( xple re Hudson etrait and Huds« hi Day, 
reports that the steamer was nearly lost 
on July 4. The was caught in 
heavy pack ice, which ripped her sides, 
throwing up her decks and breaking her 
rudder. The ship continue d it this con- 
dition four days, and the crew. fearing 
that she would sink, placed a supply of 
provisions and clothing in the boats and 
got the latter upon the ice, intending to 
take their way towards the land, and 
then proceed southward along the Labra- 
dor coast, until they should |be picked up 
by a Newfoundland steamer, Fortunate-

She brings the first news received from 
the Diana since her departure from Hali- 
faxin May About July loth, the Diana 
got hipped in the ice near Fox Chanm |. 
Her rudder was carried away and port 
side badly strained by the heavy ice. 
The ship was held captive for four or five 
days. After she got free, a wew rudder 
Was shipped and the vessel continued her 
vovagr, landing the members of the expo- 
dition on both of the bay. ‘Lhe 
Diana left Nachvak on Aug. 18th for 
Cumberland Intet and will proceed from 
there to Fort Churchill. Returning 
will pick up the members of the expedi- 
tion and proceed to St. John's for coal 
and returau to Hudson's Bay in October 
and ascertain the latest dav those waters 
are open to navigation.
